J. K. PATTERSON. KIH'CATOR. 
DIES 

bUIMITWf, Ky , Aug. 15.— Dr. 
James Kennedy Patterson, 89 year* 
i !<!. President-Emeritus of the Uni- 
versity of Kentu.ky, died late this 
evening at his home on t'niveristy 
tanvpu*. He was president of tho 
University from 1869 to 1810, forty 
two years, said to be the |onge*t pe 
nod of active *ervice of any college 
president in the history of the United 
States. Dr. Patterson was the found- 
er of the University of Kentucky. 
He was born in (ilasgnw, Scotland. 
March 26, 18.m. He came to America 
with his parents in 1842 and settled 
in Indiana. He entered Hanover 
College in 18.10, and latf hi* classes 
during his entire undergraduate 
course, which was finished in 18M5 
Dr. Patterson was an eminent scholar 
and a scientific legislative lobbyist 
He was more successful than anv 
man of hi* day in getting legislative 
appropriations for educational pur- 
pose*. He was an argumentative 
speaker, anil thori.ly exhausted the 
subject that he talked upon. He has- 
been prnunounced tenacinu* by some 
of hi* be*t friends, but hi* tenacity 
and iron will were of invaluable serv- 
ice to the state in the early days of 
the development of public education.

The Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
sdatinn has been trying out 
some experiments with new varieties 
..f wheat, especially the Ashland 
wheat. This variety has been nam- 
ed Ashland because it was develop- 
ed on the Station Farm in sight it 
Ashland, the Fiome of Henry CI IV. 

Asli'and wheat is a pure line se- 
lection from Jersey Fultz. a strain 
i»f rultz which has MM grown on 
the MM farm for many years, and 
which, previous to the development 
.if Ashland, was the highest cloWUac, 
variety l'iowm at the station. Kultz 
wheat is one of the standard varie- 
ties and has possibly been grown in 
Thee Kentucky more extensively than any 



are trvinir out for State Fair "thcr variety for the past 50 years. 

It has been especially popular in Cen- 
tral Kentucky and old wheat grower < 
state that the highest yields in the 
eighties In Christian county was 
grown from Fultz wheat. 

There are many so-called strains 
of Fultz. the strain usually beimr 
designated by the state in which 
grown. Fultz wheat has white, 
smooth chaff, rather short, slender 
heads and moderately stiff straw.
